Connecting power 


VEHICLE OPERATION 






MAINS PSU OPTIONAL 


The Estika is designed to be used in various locations; it is supplied with a standard 
cigarette lighter plug for vehicle use (12V). This plug is fitted with a 1A fuse which can be 
replaced by unscrewing the end of the plug. If mains operation is required it will be 
necessary to use the Estika PSU 1 dedicated power supply which is fitted with a cigarette 
type socket. 


When inserting the cigarette plug into either a vehicle socket, or the socket on the PSU 1, 
ensure that it is inserted centrally to make correct contact. 


Recommended mounting 


The Estika is designed to mount on virtually 
any surface by the use of the adjustable end 
caps, which can be twisted through 360° to suit 
any viewing angle. 


Please find the enclosed 3M pads which are 
used to secure the Estika in position. These 
have been designed to allow easy removal of 
the Estika from its mounted position, by leaving 
one half of the pad on either surface. Spare 3M 
pads are available (order No: VHB pack’), to 
allow one Estika to be moved between different 
locations. 


It is necessary to ensure that all surfaces are 
clean, dry, and are free from grease before 
fixing the pads. 


: Peel off protective backing from one VHB 
Velcro pad and apply it to one foot of the 
Estika. 

: Repeat the process above, to apply the pad 
to the other foot. 

: Take the remaining two pads and mate them 
with the VHB pads which you have stuck to 
the feet of Estika. (This will allow correct 
placement onto the required placement 
surface) 

4: Peel off the protective backing strips from 
the two VHB pads. 


5: Ensure that the two mounting feet are positioned at the same angle, and then position the 
Estika in your desired location. 

6: Firmly push the Estika onto the mounting surface applying even pressure to ensure good 
adhesion is made. 

It is recommended that the Estika is not removed from the VHB pads for a period of 3 
days to ensure that the VHB tape has cured sufficiently for the pads to remain on their 
relative surfaces. 

7: Rotate the Estika to the desired viewing angle. 

8: Take care when mounting the Estika in a vehicle to ensure that the power cable is safely 
routed and does not impair any controls. Also ensure that it is not exposed to any sharp 
edges which may damage the cable. For permanent installation into a vehicle it may be 
necessary to remove the cigarette lighter adaptor. Ensure the wiring is connected with the 

correct polarity - the wire with the raised ridge is the positive wire. 
It will be necessary to provide a 1 amp fuse for the protection of the Estika if a hardwire 
option is taken. 








Remote control 


BANNER 
Default message which is stored in the memory of the Estika. The factory setting is 'say it with ESTIKA’. This 


can be changed - see "Creating a message". The Banner will auto repeat upon power up, and will be 
displayed after 30 seconds of inactivity. To remove this auto repeat feature, save a blank message in the 
banner location to deactivate this feature.

LED Indicator 


The Estika is fitted with an LED indicator on the rear of the unit which allows a visual 
representation of any action. Single button presses will provide a short blink. When 
messages are displayed fast blinks will occur, with a long continuous blink once the 
message has finished. 


IR Receptor 


The Estika is fitted with an IR receptor which receives signals from the remote control. 
When the unit is fitted in a vehicle it is suggested that the remote control be fired 
towards the rear of the vehicle, or pointed towards the interior mirror which will bounce 
the signal to the rear. 








It is possible to operate the Estika from in front of the unit as the IR beam will normally 
bounce from any surface which is behind the display. If you experience difficulties when 
programming from the front, place a white piece of paper below the unit in order to allow 
the IR signal to reflect to the receptor. 





Creating messages 


The Estika can be pre-programmed with your own user-defined messages. 
These can be recalled by pressing the required memory keys to play the stored message. 


To create a messeage: 

1: Press EDIT, (the last programmed message will be displayed) 

2: To remove individual letters from this message press ERASE, to remove this text 
completely press DOWN. 

3: Use alphanumeric keys to input required text. Each key may contain more than one 
character, repeatedly press the key to find required character. If you wish to use the 
same character twice it will be necessary to wait 1 second before typing the second 
character. 

4:You are able to insert any library word or phrase into your programming 
sequence. Library words count for only one character and therefore can be used to 
extend message lengths. To insert a Library word press LIBRARY followed by the 
Library number location ie: 06 or 41 etc. 

5: To insert a space in your message press SPACE 

6: To change between upper and lowercase characters press SHIFT 

7: Once you have created your message press PLAY once to check it. 

8: If you are unhappy with this message press EDIT to display the message again for 
alteration. 

9: If you are happy with this message it is required to store it in the memory. 

Press STORE followed by MO to M9. You can also store any message in the Banner 
location by pressing STORE followed by BANNER. 

10:Your message is now stored in the memory and can be recalled at any time by 
pressing this button. 


Note: The maximum memory capability of the Estika is 470 characters. Up to 80 
characters can be programmed into each memory location, however the total sum 
of stored message characters can not exceed 470. 


Some words may be displayed as *****, The Estika is fitted with a built in profanity 
filter which prevents the display of certain words. 





Playing messages 


1: To play a stored massage press a memory key, press MO-M9 

2: To play a library word or phrase, press LIBRARY followed by the relative library 
number ie: 06 or 41 etc. 

3: To play the banner message, press BANNER 

4: To play the current message continuously, press ONLY 

5: To play the message backwards and reverse the characters, press MIRROR 





Programming a sequence of messages 


The Estika is fitted with a memory which will play back the last 16 messages which have 
been displayed, this memory can be cleared and a predefined sequence be created which 
can be displayed continuously. 


To program a continuous sequence: 


: Clear all stored messages currently in the memory, press SET UP followed by ERASE 
2: To remove the last message in the sequence press ERASE 
: Play the required messages from the memory keys (MO-M9), Library or Banner to 
create the desired sequence. 
: Once you have created the desired sequence press PLAY once to check this 
sequence. 
: If this is correct press PLAY twice to repeat this sequence continuously 
: To cancel this repeating sequence press CANCEL. 
7:To save the message sequence for use following next power up, press SETUP followed 
by STORE. It will be necessary to press PLAY twice following next power up to activate 
this stored sequence.
